Change in Financial Condition: 


As shown in Town Report, the fiscal year of 1945 
ended with a Net Debt of $46,590.47, as compared to a 
Net Surplus of $18,871.76 at the close of 1944, indicat- 
ing a change in financial condition during 1945 of 
$65,462.23. This resulted principally from the issu- 
ance of water bonds and a net budget deficit. The 
change in financial condition of the town during the 
year may be summarized as follows:
